MEET REMI ROUGH 

South Londoner Remi Rough has been 
breaking boundaries with a spray can for 
over 26 years. As part of the Dulwich 
Festival, which is now in its 20 th year, 

Remi is leading a street art walk on Sunday 
19 May ( 2 pm ) and a street art masterclass 
on Saturday 18 May (lpm & 3 pm). Living 
South asks Remi about his rise from the 
streets to international gallery shows... 

HOW DID YOU GET STARTED? 

I got started in graffiti after seeing the book 
Subway Art by Henry Chalfant and Martha 
Cooper when I was about 13 .1 was already 
very influenced by early hip-hop culture. 
Street art came along years later, but now 
it all seems to have melded into one genre. 

WHAT’S YOUR STYLE? 

I paint in a modernist style. I use the shapes, 
colours and lines from my days as a graffiti 
writer as reference and reinterpret them 
into abstract paintings. One of the most 
important factors in my work is the tension 
I try to create between colours and shapes. 
Recently I’ve been painting over my more 
colourful artworks with translucent white 
as reference to the constant white noise 
of social media and our hectic lifestyles. 

HOW DID YOU CROSSOVER FROM 
STREETS TO GALLERIES? 

Immense perseverance, but mainly doing 
things for myself. I used to host pop-up 
galleries in empty Soho shop fronts all the 
time, and now I work with Scream Gallery 
in the West End and Soze Gallery in Los 
Angeles, where I had my first US solo 
exhibition last year. I want to put on great 
shows filled with colour and dynamics - 
selling it is just an added bonus. I’m very 
fortunate to be able to paint for a living.

It certainly makes a change from playing 
sold out shows, which is what he is 
spending most of 2013 doing on his 
biggest tour yet - Back In The Game. 

Flanagan turned 50 last October but 
shows no signs of slowing down. His 
tour puts him firmly in comedy's premier 
league alongside the likes of Michael 
McIntyre and John Bishop, but fame 
brings about all sorts of changes, as the 
genial gagsmith jokes: 'You can't nick 
things any more. These are the problems 
of being successful. A sandwich here, a 
chocolate bar there. Apparently crime 
and success don't go hand in hand.' 

He says that hitting the big 5-0 didn't 
really worry him: 'Someone suggested I 
should lie about my age. If I was a film 
star or a pop star maybe, but comedians 
are supposed to tell the truth. Frankie 
Boyle says you can't be a stand-up after 
40. On the other hand. Bob Monkhouse 
once said you can't be funny until you 
are over 40. So how much time does that 
leave you to be funny? About a year.' 

Flanagan's challenge with Back In The 
Game was coming up with material to 
match previous classic routines, such as 
his famous 'out out' story, where you 
pop out for a quick drink and end up in 
a club still wearing your slippers. If his 


last show was all about 
his life up to becoming a 
comedian via Billingsgate 
market, living in America 
('where I was an 
international lover and 
player') and doing a City 
University degree in Social 
Science, Back In The Game 
is about where he is now. 

And where he is now is living in 
Dulwich with his wife Cathy and six- 
year-old son Max. We are chatting in his 
bright study, surrounded by comedy 
books by his peers such as Russell Brand 
and Jo Brand - the latter a fellow 
Dulwich resident. 

Flanagan claims that all the really 
exciting things happen when you are 
young. Yet his meteoric rise from 
comedy club to arena superstardom in a 
handful of years disproves the rule: 'By 
the time my dad was 26 he had kids, a 
council flat and a job on the docks. His 
life was more or less done. When I was 
36 I was still looking around for 
opportunities.' 

He found that opportunity when he 
was in the audience at a comedy show. 

It was seeing Billy Connolly that made 
him think he could have a go: 'I love 
Harry Hill's surrealism and Chris Rock's 
ability to say the unsay able, but I could 
never do that. But I thought I could tell 
stories like Billy Connolly.' 

He started doing stand-up in his mid- 
30s and initially combined comedy gigs 
with a job as a painter and decorator. 

'For about two years I'd be travelling 


to gigs with a bottle of white spirit in my 
bag so that I could clean the paint off my 
hands. Eventually I was doing gigs every 
weekend and another comedian said to 
me, "if you don't quit your day job you 
won't enjoy either. Just take the rest of 
the week off like the rest of us." At first 
it felt like I'd won the pools getting up 
on a Monday and not having to work 
again until Thursday!' 

The new show is about the small 
things in life: 'The centrepiece is about 
me making a sausage sandwich. My life 
has slowed down to such a point that if 
my wife goes out for the day that's how 
I create excitement. I also talk about the 
two off licences in my life - the one I go 
to normally and the one I pop into for 
the second bottle of wine. Things like 
that. So all these little details I'm pulling 
in to say to "this is where I'm at".' 

Although he is clearly devoted to the 
craft of comedy, Flanagan doesn't want 
to analyse his success: 'I was happy 
where I was being a circuit comic, I 
didn't have a plan. All I wanted to do 
was avoid a badly paid 9-5 job.' 

For Flanagan the future is currently 
all about stand-up. There is talk of a 
sitcom at some point, if he can find the 
time. He is also writing his 
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autobiography. He is proud of his 
Cockney roots and never tries to hide 
them onstage. At first when he started 
performing outside London he was 
anxious that this might be a problem, but 
his pin-sharp observational humour won 
everyone over: 'We were concerned 
about the Lowry in Salford on the last 
tour, whether anyone would turn up, but 
we ended up selling five nights. They 
seemed to accept me as one of them 
even though I'm clearly from a council 
estate in London/ 

Anyone who is married or a parent 
will relate to his stories about his wife 
and son, although he has to be a little 
tactful about how he uses them: Tf I am 
going to talk about my son I ask him

first. He has got to go to school and he is 
getting to the point where he will see me 
on The One Show and he'll go "why did 
you say that?" So I make it more general 
and rather than say it is specifically 
about him I say something like "children 
take so long getting ready is there any 
point leaving the house?"' 

T imagine in a few years he'll use it as 
a negotiating tactic,' he continues. Til 
only be allowed to make jokes about him 
if he gets a new bike.' There is a similar 
situation with his wife. T won't say "my 
wife..." I say, "isn't it funny that as you 
get older a dirty weekend turns into 
a very restful break...'" 

He is a little less discreet when it 
comes to talking about his 82-year-old 
father onstage: 'My dad was evacuated 
in the war, not that you'd know. 
Sometimes he goes six or seven minutes 
without mentioning it...' 

Flanagan speaks as if his success is 
an accident, but it is down to hard work 
and talent. Yet he is typically modest 
about making audiences everywhere 
laugh their socks off: 'I can make no 
sense of it except that we took a few 
risks and they seemed to pay off. There 
are only two things to keep in my mind 
- I'm enjoying it and the audience is 
enjoying it. If we can keep those things 
bubbling along that would be great.' With 
that he gets up from the sofa. Presumably 
to make a sausage sandwich. •

C athy Bussey's first two¬ 
wheeled commute to work 
from south London 
traversed six miles and 
lasted 50 minutes. 

T have a dreadful sense of direction 
so I had to stop and look at the map 
literally every three minutes/ she says. 

It might not have been the quickest 
journey, but it was enough to get her 
hooked on a new way of getting around. 

The creator of The Girl's Guide to Life 
on Two Wheels had been cycling since 
childhood, having been pushed along by 
her parents on a Raleigh Bianca over the 
lanes around their Sussex home till she 
got the hang of things. 

1 must have been about four years 
old. I have no memory of not being able 
to ride a bike. Growing up in a small 
village my bike was my only form 
of transport until I was 17/ 

After studying at LSE and launching 
a journalism career, Cathy found herself 
living in south London. It was shortly 
after relocating from Clapham to 
Streatham that she discovered the joy 
of getting to work aboard a bike. 

'Back then I was in the minority/ she 
recalls. 'Most cyclists on London's roads 
were male, especially cycling commuters. 
As soon as friends and colleagues found 
out I cycled they would bombard me 
with questions: 'But isn't it dangerous?' 
'How do you make sure you look 
appropriate for work?' 'Don't you get 
helmet hair?' And I heard time and again 
from women 'Oh I'd love to cycle, but...'. 
So I had the idea for a book that was 
partly motivational and all about busting 
those excuses and partly a practical 
guide to answer all those burning, often 
very female-specific questions and show 
that you can be yourself on a bike.' 

The result? A similarly upbeat and 
practical tone to Camilla Morton's How 
To Walk In High Heels. There are 
chapters on how to choose a bike, how 
to weather all seasons astride a saddle.

and where to shop for female-specific 
gear that won't leave you 'looking like 
traffic cones, or worse'.

'During the 
warmer months a group of hardcore 
cyclists meet at Hyde Park at midnight 
and cycle through the night to a coastal 
destination, arriving just in time for a 
very well-deserved breakfast. It's all 
organised and run by a Streatham 
resident - Streatham rocks.' 

So that's the evening covered - but 
what's her idea of a perfect cycle-centric 
south London day? 'My birthday was 
a few weeks back, on a rare sunny day. 
My husband and I pedalled to Brockwell 
Park with our little girl chattering away

What lies beneath 


There’s plenty of capital in our line of sight in which to marvel, but what 
about the bits you can’t see? Victoria Purcell discovers Lost London

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A ward-winning documentary 

maker Richard Guard fell in love 
with London during his years as a 
cycle courier in the 80s, and has since 
lived in 17 parts of the city. Now an East 
Dulwich resident - and member of the 
famed Dulwich Ukulele Club - Richard 
has declared his love for the capital in 
his book Lost London , which covers 
everything from long-closed tube 
stations and overgrown cemeteries 
to built-over pleasure gardens. 

The book leads you through the city's 
history via vanished buildings, the 
origins of street names and quirky 
anecdotes. Did you know, for example, 
that Dulwich College can be linked to 
bear-baiting? The school's founder, 
Edward Alleyn, was for some time the 
'keeper of the king's beasts' when 
animal-baiting was a popular spectacle 
at the Paris Gardens, near Southwark 
Bridge, during the late 1500s. 

'The lost rivers are particularly 
special,' says Richard. 'Living by 
Peckham Rye I love the idea that the 
little stream in the park is the ancient 
Peck. Some books also suggest that the 
Effra raises in Belair Park, and that the 
ponds are its source.' 

The Effra River has long been a 
source of fascination to many - Brixton 
has two drinking establishments named 
after it, and one house on Glenelg Road 
SW2 features a huge mural telling the 
stream's story. As the book explains, 
the Effra, not lost, but hidden, is 'one of 
several London rivers of which there is 
now almost no evidence above ground'. 

The river 'rose in Upper Norwood 
and flowed through Dulwich along 
Croxted Road to Herne Hill, along 
Brockwell Park, then down Brixton Road 
to Kennington Church, around the curve 
of the Oval, past what used to be 
Vauxhall Gardens, then into the Thames 
immediately above Vauxhall Bridge'. 

The Effra served the Vauxhall Water 
Works Company until it began sourcing 
water outside the capital, and despite 
serving as a sewer in Brixton from the 
17th century, its waters were being used 
in Dulwich as late as 1860.

For architect Stephen Blowers, building his own home was ‘the hardest thing’ 
he’s ever done, but the results are outstanding. Vietoria Purcell finds out more

Y ou might think it an 
inevitability, but for 
architect Stephen Blowers, 
building his own home 
wasn't on the to-do list. 
Stephen set up Waterloo-based Design 
Cubed with his partner Mark Barnard 
after taking voluntary redundancy at a 
shrinking commercial practice, and 
when a plot with planning permission 
next door to his aunt's house came up 
for auction, he decided to go for it. 

'I certainly wouldn't want to work 
with myself as a client ever again,' 
laughs Stephen. Trying to design for 
yourself is really difficult because, for me 
design is about working with clients, 
and it's their ideas and their 
requirements that help you make 
decisions. The trouble as an architect is 
that you know there are lots of options, 
so you keep exploring them. I also had 
a very limited budget, but I had this 
need to do something good because 
I'm an architect and I'll be judged by it. 

1 went through this constant cycle 
of coming up with something really arty 
and special and thinking I really can't 
afford that, going through a value 
engineering exercise and then not being 
happy with that. Sol was going round 
and round, but I kept coming back to the 


original plan, with minor adjustments, 
so I've got a very well thought-out 
design as a result of it. It really does 
everything I want it to do.' 

Stephen created the 'courtyard house' 
in East Dulwich on a fairly small plot 
that came with a complex planning 
history - previous tussles between 
developers and residents of the street 
meant that it could only be a single 
story, so Stephen's brief was simply to 
get the most out of the site, which is 
surrounded on three sides by houses, 
and on the fourth by the street. 

'That's why it took me so long to 
design, because I wanted to get as much 
light as possible in it. I wanted 
something that was nice to live in but, 
from my commercial background, I 
wanted to make sure whatever I spent 
on it was an investment and that 
someone else would want to buy it. 

From the beginning I struggled to get 
more than two bedrooms into it because 
of the way the plot worked, and a 
detached building with just two 
bedrooms didn't sound very flexible. 

Plus I was really keen on the idea of 
having family and friends to stay.' 

Stephen decided the kitchen, as the 
heart of the home and an informal social 
space, was to be the central space, and 
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opted for an open-plan layout to 
maximise the space. The split level 
between the lounge and the kitchen 
and dining area means that there is still 
a separation between the rooms, which 
stops it feeling like a bungalow. 

'A lot of visitors have commented that 
it's like a Tardis/ says Stephen, "from the 
outside it looks like nothing. I did an 
earlier design that was a black and 
white, almost gallery. It was a bit 'look at 
me. I'm an architect', but I didn't want to 
make a statement because it's a very nice 
residential street and the house totally 
recedes on the street. But when you 
walk in it does feel huge.' 

As with most builds, it wasn't all plain 
sailing. Stephen's first contractor went 
bankrupt, so he ended up project 
managing the build, buying materials and 
getting more hands-on than intended. 

Tt was a nightmare, probably the 
most stressful period of my life 
professionally, but a fantastic learning 
experience. My background is concept 
design of large commercial projects, not 
so much the nuts and bolts. It's funny 
when you come to doing your own 
project you break all the rules - you 
usually put it out to tender and if a 
contractor comes in much lower than 
the others, the alarm bells ring. But I 
was in a situation where it was go with 
the lowest one or we don't do this. 

1 consider myself sensitive to clients' 
needs, but there's nothing like doing 
it yourself to be able to emphathise. 

After all that you really understand 
how sensitive people's budgets are.' 


The interior is pretty minimalist, 
but Stephen and his wife Cecilia were 
adamant it would be homely: 'One of 
the best compliments we had at Open 
House [the annual architecture festival] 
last year was that people could see 
themselves living here,' says Stephen. 
'It's a house with curtains! You might 
expect sharp-edged blinds, but we set 
out to include curtains, mainly because 
my mother-in-law used to make curtains. 
My wife is from the part of Sweden 
where fabrics are made, so she goes 
with my mother-in-law to buy these 


huge rolls of fabric and they made 
all the cushions and curtains.' 

So what do Stephen and his wife 
love best about their new home? 

'With all the light that comes in it's 
constantly changing. When the sun 
comes out it's magical. Parts of it are 
like a sundial - you can watch the sun 
change throughout the day and the 
seasons. Every day we both say what 
a fantastic house we've got. I guess 
that's as good as it gets.' •

Lighten up 

Matthew Wilson, principal garden designer for Clifton 
Nurseries, shares his tip and tricks for letting in more light 



T here are three types 
of London gardens; 
those in full sun, those 
in full shade, and the 
ones that are somewhere 
in between (although in the last 
12 months you could argue that there 
are another three, far more apt, 
descriptors for London gardens 
- cold, damp and miserable.) 

Given how grim the weather has 
been of late, getting a bit more sun 
into our gardens has to be a good 
thing, hasn't it? It's not possible, 
of course, to make a shaded garden 
sunny. But it certainly is possible to 
make a shaded garden lighter and less 
gloomy. There are all sorts of tricks 
that can help to do this, and most 
of them cost very little. 

For starters, you could try painting 
walls and fences with light or white 
paint. It sounds obvious, but it really 
works - a dark fence or wall won't 
reflect any light at all. You can also 
use light coloured paving and pots, 
and avoid dark materials like black 
granite or lead. 

Another quick and simple way to 
let in more light is with some clever 
pruning. Evergreen shrubs and small 
trees can really block out light as they 
mature and become denser in the 
canopy. Trees can be crown-lifted 
- removing the lower branches - and 
shrubs thinned out to take the

congestion out of the centre. You'll be 
amazed how much extra light this lets in. 

Go for plants with white or silver 
foliage or variegation (different coloured 
zones in plant leaves, and sometimes 
stems). Try plants like Brunner a 'Jack 
Frost' (a shade-tolerant ground coverer 


with silver-marked leaves). Arum 
Italicum 'Marmoratum' (a variegated 
relative of our native lords and ladies), 
and any of the numerous hostas 
with white or gold variegation - these 
will act like points of light in the garden. 
Plants with glossy foliage - like camellia 
- will also help reflect light. 

And finally, plant white flowers. 

Dark reds, purples and deep blues 
won't help to make a dark garden light, 
but white flowers will really sing out. 
These may all sound like fairly small 
actions, but they all add up and will 
definitely make a difference when 
that sun finally shines.

Can he have some more? Our columnist lines up his bowl 
to catch the ramen noodle craze sweeping across London 


T t wasn't all that long ago that a 
quest for noodles invariably 
ended in a plastic pot. Complete 
with fiddly, flimsy sachets of 
ketchup and soy sauce. Sure, 
there were the generic versions at your 
local Chinese, usually bone dry, wok 
burnt and studded with mysterious 
pieces of meat. But as to noodles of any 
real quality, there was nothing. 

Now, though, London is awash in a 
sinuous mass of hand-pulled delight. 
Ramen noodles, made from egg and 
yellow wheat, might be born in China, 
but they're a Japanese obsession, the 
ultimate booze food for the bleary-eyed 
salary man. There's a ramen shop on 
every corner, ranging from a steam- 
fugged hole in the wall to gleaming, 
expansive mega restaurants. The broth, 
made from pork or chicken bones (or a 
combination of both), is the heart and 
soul of the soup, and no slurp is ever the 
same. In Tokyo, a clear brown broth is 
favoured, based on soy sauce, while the 
miso ramen is full and rich. Tonkotsu 
ramen, almost milky in appearance, is 
richer still. Some will frazzle the taste 
buds with chilli, others seduce and 
delight in the most subtle of ways. 

Everyone will have their own 
personal favourite and recipe. And as 
ever in matters regional and gustatory, 
all will be convinced as to the superiority 
of their own choice. You'll usually find 
half a boiled egg in there, along with 
slices of wobbling pork, seaweed, 
bamboo shoots, kamaboko (rather 
squeaky fishcakes) and pretty much 
every other embellishment you might 
desire. As a famous burger chain once 
proclaimed, 'Have it your way.' Done 
well, though, ramen is one of the world's 
great comfort food, a true slurp of 
succour. And slurping is not so much 
allowed as encouraged, not only cooling 
the noodles but, according to the real 
ramen seers, adding to the flavour too. 

In Japan, ramen is more religion than 
mere bowl of soup, food to soak up a 
late night on the beers. In London, 
though, we could only look on with 
hungry envy. That was, until a few 
months ago. When not one, but three

fine ramen places opened, one after the 
other. Tonkotsu (tonktosu.co.uk) in 
Soho, was the first, and their eponymous 
bowl is very fine indeed. The broth is an 
appealing off white and sings with slow 
cooked savour. Good, springy noodles 
too. There's depth and heft and soul in 
this bowl, just as there is at Bone 
Daddies (bonedaddiesramen.com), its 
slightly cooler younger brother. Here, 
under the well-seasoned eye of ex-Zuma 
chef Ross Shonhan, you can choose 
from all manner of different, and first 
rate, broths (I'm a fan of the tantanmen, 
made with chicken broth), while a classic 
rock soundtrack massages the inner ear. 
You can also order extra pipettes of pork 
fat, to squirt in at will. Magnificent, and 
I'm in there most weeks. 

The third, Shoryu Ramen 
(shoryuramen.com), sits towards the 
bottom of Regent Street, and has the 
widest menu of all. They specialise in 
Hakata tonkotsu ramen, pork bone 
based and milky. Again, the broth is 
properly made, while the noodles have 
just the right amount of bite. For those 
who like a bit of kick, the piri piri 
version hits that capsaicin spot. For the 
London ramen lover, these are good 
times indeed. 

But a guide to London's great noodles 
would not be complete without reference 
to Koya (koya.co.uk), a small Soho game 
changer that specialise in udon, rather 
than ramen noodles. These are the great 
fat slippery ones, like alabaster worms, 
and they're fresh made down in the 
basement. The noodles (available hot 
and cold) are every bit the equal of their 
Japanese cousins, while the broths are 
elegant and ethereal, with a stunning 
clarity of flavour. In fact, Koya could be 
seen as the daddy of them all, a noodle 
pioneer who cleared the path for all to 
follow. Whatever the truth. I'm not 
complaining. There may not be quality 
on every corner, but this quartet of 
noodle nirvana is quite enough for me.

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Setting down roots 


Rachel de Th am pic’s community food revolution is making real waves in and 
around Crystal Palace. Karen Jensen-Jones meets a woman with endless ideas 


C rystal Palace might not be 
the first place you'd expect 
to find the stirrings of 
a green-fingered food 
revolution, but for Abel 
& Cole's food editor Rachel de Thample, 
it's an obvious choice. 

'I'd just finished writing my first book. 
Less Meat More Veg, and found myself 
becoming increasingly interested in 
growing my own food,' says Rachel. 
'Writing recipes for Abel & Cole is 
where I learned the true values of 
organic food, but living in a garden-less 
flat in Gypsy Hill meant there were 
limitations to what I could grow.' 

After deciding against a re-location 
to Dorset for more green space, Rachel 
hatched a plan to start growing on her 
own London doorstep, and the impetus 


for her food revolution took off. 

'I set myself the challenge of growing 
the family Christmas dinner within my 
local community,' she says, 'and after 
meeting with the Friends of Westow 
Park, the idea for a community garden 
was formed. We turned a tiny 
overgrown corner of the park into 
an award-winning Edible Garden, 
and last year we had an abundant 
crop, including salad leaves, 
vegetables and herbs, and, of course, 
the Christmas dinner.' 

One of the advantages of the 
Crystal Palace community is that it 
is already part of a global Transition 
Town movement in which communities 
are taking steps towards a greener, 
more sustainable future. 

'We garden every Saturday from 


11 am until 2pm and everyone's welcome 
to join in and forage,' says Rachel. 'It's 
an extremely productive garden with 
one of our aims being to inspire people 
to grow their own food. I'm hosting an 
interactive dinner on 19 June at 
Cornercopia Restaurant in Brixton to 
celebrate local food and how far we've 
come, so it's an exciting time.' 

Texan-born Rachel traces her interest 
in food back to her family, particularly 
her grandparents, who were avid 
growers themselves: 'Cooking and 
growing food are intrinsically linked and 
it makes sense to know the source of 
your food and to eat as healthily as 
possible. The nutritional benefits of 
organic food are immense, with stacks 
of studies proving it to be richer 
in minerals and vitamins.'

Despite her garden-less flat, Rachel 
lives as close to the food she eats as 
possible and has countless window 
boxes and a lemon tree growing in her 
sitting room. She also tests the weekly 
seasonal recipes she writes for Abel 
& Cole in what she describes as 
an ordinary domestic kitchen with 
only one gadget - a food processor. 
Having worked in professional 
kitchens alongside Marco Pierre White, 
Heston Blumenthal and Peter Gordon, 
she is keen to stress that simple recipes 
are the key to success. 

1 make my recipes as straightforward 
as possible because most of us have 
to cook under pressure with little time, 
and often while we're multi-tasking. 
What I would say though is practice 
makes perfect, and trust your instincts/ 

It seems there's nothing about food 
that doesn't interest Rachel, particularly 
if it involves the local community 
- another exciting ongoing project 
is The Tipsy Garden at her local pub. 

The Grape & Grain. 

The owners of the pub are extremely 
community spirited and they offered 


their unused gravel patch by the side of 
the pub for growing more vegetables,' 
says Rachel. 'We could have planted 
cabbages and carrots but the idea of 
growing hops was much more 
appealing. The first crop has been 
planted and we're looking forward 
to the first Palace Pint, which will 
be available later in the year. And 
in keeping with the community spirit 
we've teamed up with local brewers 
Late Knights in Penge, who'll be 
brewing the beer for us.' 

It's impossible not to be enthused 
by Rachel's infectious fervour for 
growing your own food and it seems 
there's no limit to where it can lead: 

'I'm currently involved in starting an 
urban mushroom revolution in the 
beautiful hidden tunnels surrounding 


Crystal Palace. The idea is to plant 
an underground mushroom garden 
and share the experience of harvesting 
organic, nutritious mushrooms with the 
whole community. I'd love to be the first 
grower in London so I'm planning on 
planting the spores next week and then 
we'll wait and see what happens.' 

Let the food revolution begin! •

Put yourself 
to the test at 214 Bermondsey, the 
latest basement addition to Antico 
restaurant on Bermondsey Street. The 
gin and cocktail bar has 49 types of gin, 
12 gin cocktails and everything else in 
between. And to make sure you get 
the best out of every sip, these guys 
have even created their own 
homemade tonic. Compared to your 
run-of-the-mill Schweppes, you'll see 
a) why they call it tonic (it takes on a 
somewhat muddy hue, and you can 
really taste the quinine) and b) just 
how sweet other tonics are. The 214 
Bermondsey tonic lets the nuances of 
the gins speak for themselves, and you 
won't find a lime or cucumber in your 
drink either, as this place is all about 
purity. The house gin here is Hammer, 
from Norway, but there are several 
London-distilled gins too, as well 
as cocktails like the Peck'em and 
Bermondsey Negroni. But if you really 
want to test your gin prowess, try 
the gin flights - three mini G&Ts that 
you're tasked with identifying from 
their botanical descriptions. It's tough!

REVIEW 


The Clockhouse 


W hat a difference a refurb 

makes. The Clockhouse on 
the Peckham Rye side of East 
Dulwich is the latest Young's pub to 
undergo a makeover, and what a great 
job they've done. From old boozer to 
contemporary, sparkling-yet-relaxed 
gastropub. In fact, the food here goes 
beyond gastropub (a somewhat washed 
up term these days, anyway), it easily 
delivers at restaurant quality levels. 

A friend and I bowled in on a chilly 
Friday evening to find the place rammed 
and buzzy. The locals returned with 
gusto, embracing the new 'Clocktails' 
(Always Late, Time Waster, Tick Tick 
Boom etc) or sipping a Meantime Pale 
Ale. On the recommendation of Lisa, 
who runs the place with her partner 
Adam, we ordered a bottle of the light, 
smooth Pinot Grigio Garganega. 

Deciphering our eats my eyes fell 
immediately on the truffle celeriac fries 
on the small plates-cum-starters list. 
Whatever I ordered had to go with 
those. In the end I chose the delicate 
duck carpaccio with fennel and 
hazelnuts to start, followed by the hake 
with pak choi and wheat ribbons in 
galangal (a root from the ginger family) 
and lime broth. Neither went with the 
fries, but I merrily devoured the lot. 
Those fries are truly outstanding. 


My friend struggled in her quest to 
find something a bit 'plain', but was 
equally impressed with her smoked 
mackerel fishcake starter followed by the 
leek, spring pea and goat's cheese tart 
with watercress salad. For dessert we 
polished off the chocolate delice with 
kirsch cherries and marmalade bread 
and butter pud with chocolate sorbet. 

Everything was beautifully presented, 
perfectly balanced and full of flavour. 
This place really has pulled out the stops 
with its food, you simply must go.

Off the wall 

Looking for a fun, effective work out? JAGS’ new climbing wall offers a great 
all-round workout suitable for beginners, experts and the whole family 


T hirty minutes on the wall is 
the equivalent of just under 
six laps of the pool/ says 
climbing instructor Kevin 
Dass. 'As soon as you push 
off the wall, you're fighting gravity. 

When you traverse - go sideways - 
you're stretching your body; when you 
go up your thighs and your hips are 
working against your weight. When you 
climb, you tone your muscles, you don't 
get big and bulky, so it's a good sport for 
preparing for summer - it really tones 
your back muscles and your deltoids.' 

Sounds good, doesn't it? And what's 
even better is that it's really, really fun. 
Team Living South recently headed down 
to JAGS climbing wall in Dulwich to see 
if we could get the knack. A group of 
seven of very mixed abilities - from a 
fitness queen to, well, those who prefer 
to watch sports down the pub, we had 
a great time, with surprising competitive 
steaks emerging. 

Kevin was charged with leading 
us through the basics, sending us 
scrambling up the shorter, bouldering 
wall (no ropes), before getting harnessed 
up for the bigger wall. And here's where 
the team work comes in - you're rope is 
anchored by your team mates, so when 
you fall, it's a little like they're catching 
you. And you will fall - once you're up 
there, pushing yourself as far as you can, 
you'll reach a point where you just can't 
hang on any longer. Beginners generally 
don't have the skill, or the grip, to stay 
on the wall. But once you've had your 
first tumble, swinging about suspended 
from the ceiling by your harness, you'll 
soon find yourself laughing.

Indoor climbing at JAGS is a sport 
that all the family can enjoy - since the 
wall opened in September 2012, Kevin 
has coached around 600 people, the 
oldest aged 67, the youngest four. 
Climbers can bring in their kids from the 


age of seven and coach them themselves 
(once they've undertaken the basic safety 
training). So the whole family can get a 
workout together in a safe, supervised 
environment. 

Climbing sessions can also be tailored 
to help you reach specific fitness goals: 

1 can give you specific challenges,' says 
Kevin. Tor endurance, you'd want to 
traverse the entire length of the wall, 
then go back; for agility and fitness, you 
need to go up and down - try speed 
climbing. There are a lot of movements in 
the gym you can replicate on a climbing 
wall, like dead hangs, knee lifts and pull 
ups - you're only limited by your 
imagination. It's not about getting to the 
top; it's the journey up there. 

Kevin, who has been guiding for eight 
years and climbing for 10, has quite the 
interesting day job - a rope access 
technician, he works with high-rise 
buildings - surveying, washing windows, 
changing lightbulbs... He even worked on 
The Shard checking the glass six days 
before the opening ('We were about 62 
floors up, surveying the windows from 
the outside, and I couldn't work out what 
these red and black dots were - they 
were taxis and buses!').

All climbers share the same 
goal - we all want to get to the top.'

Constructed between 1901 and 1914 
by developers Edmondson and Sons, 
it has since been designated as a 
conservation area to preserve the 
Edwardian heritage. These houses were 
aimed at the more affluent members of 
Edwardian society, and today some of 
the grand properties stand still 
untouched by time, offering five or six 
bedrooms with servants quarters, 
while others have been converted 
into fine apartments. 

What's your favourite street? 

Tucked away off Wells Park Road, 
Halifax Street makes the perfect film set 
- it's a row of terraced houses hardly 
altered or changed since 1840, yet in 
1957 the local council earmarked it for 
redevelopment. The plan was to pull 
down the 59 houses and cottages to 
make way for 90 new dwellings at a 
cost of £110,000. But after a three-year 
fight with the London County Council, 
Halifax Street was saved. Wander 
along it and youTl see how, cocooned as 
it is from the rest of Sydenham, it would 
have been heartbreaking to lose it.
